companions that conuerted our Realme1n vv 
Saint GREGORIES time were , who all With 
in the compaſle of treaſon, fiththeyr "up 
ions and ours were all one equally de ed 
eewfrom the Scact Rome, from whence 
they were direAly by rhe Popes Elutherizs 
and Greoo7(eſenxr into this kingdome being 
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Prieſts, and Religious men, as all antiquity 
doth witnes, yea all the Churches and pla- 
ces of pictie,(chiefe ornaments of this No- 
ble Realme) all the Charters and Indow- 
ments beſtowed vpon Prieſts & Religious 
perſons, A yet regi{tredin the ancient laws 
are but monuments of felomie, & fauourers 


of treaſon, And if it ſhould pleaſe God toa- 


lot the day of general! reſurretion in your 


/ s Mateſtiestime, (a thing not,impolsible as 


vncertaine) what would fo many Millions 
of Prelates,Paſtoucrs,and Religious people 
thinke, that both honored and bleſled this 
kingdome with the holines of their life, and 
exccllencic of their learning: much vvould 
they reſtamazed, ro ſee their Relikes bur= 
oy , their memories defaced, and all theyr

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Maries Reigne, for neyther doth the Pope, 
nor any oth Biſhop by making vs Prieſts 
claime or get any more-authority in our 
Realme, then they of Baſe or Geueua , by 
makin g Proteſtants Mulſters, nor wee by 
receaunsg our orders fro him,acknowled ge 
in him a mite worthy of auchoritie , more 
then cuerylay-ma doth through all Chri- 
ſtendome:& as for othes & promules in re= 
ceauing Holy Orders, we neyther take nor 
plizht any but one common to the Prieſts 
of all Nations, vyhichis aſolemne vow of 
perpetuall Thaſtitie, athing rather plea- 
ſing then offenfiueto a vertuous Queene, 
who hath for her ſelfe made choite of a fin 
ole life.

and cuer will be religion, for which wee ex-

our ſclues. to thoſe extreame fittes, that 
mizht happilie be cauſed by the heate 
of men, more vvar-like and lefle pirty- 
Ing mindes : for nowe our diſpaire | e= 
ſtate is much like vntoa vveake and teri- 
der Caſtel] , beſceged vvith mamie ent- 
mies, and continually battcred and beaten 
with ſhotte , in vvhich though the aboade

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for ſuch is nowe our forlurne eſtate,thatwe 
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gerous and diſtreſſeful,yetwithour it there 
bur cerraime muſerics, reſt you 
therefore aſlured ( moſt Gratious Soue= 
rargne) ſithwe are deuorcd to ſo hardea 
deſtiny, thatwe neither dare hope for any 
cauſe of contentment, or ende oft vnhappi-. 
neſle, we had rather truſt to the ſoftneſle

make them imagine greater matters than 
can be proued: whereas neither cuill mea« 
ning, nor trueth, but torture onely was

| fo bitter conuulſions, isapte to vtrter anie 


thing to abridge the ſharpeneſle and ſcue- 
rity of the paine. Such vndoubtedly were 
the wordesalleaged of raking part withthe 
armiec ofthe Popes, azainſt our Realme , if 
they cuer iſſued out of Prieſtes mouthes, 
or elſe they were ſpcken by ſome vnskilfull 
Lay-man, that knowing not howe toaun= | 
{wereſuch captious queſtions, and for re- 
uerence of the chicte Paſtour of Gops 
Church, not daring to ſay that he woulde 
not take part againſt him, had rather ven- 
ture his life, by ſaying too much, than ha- 
Zard his conſcience in not aunſwering ſuf- 


 fciene, Bur the ignorance of one mult nor 


meaſure 
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meaſure the meanings of all, whom knows= 
ledge of our deathes teaches aunſwers far 
different from his,and maketh vs ready to 
defend our Realme, as the Catholike ſub- 
teftes, of you Maicſties aunceſtours,or any 
other Princes were, or euer ſhallbee. For 
_did we carry ſo traiterous mindes as our e= 
nimies giue out, we coulde hot OY bee 
ſo cowardly orfooliſh, as to ſufter theſe ty- 
rannies for nothing, becing otherwiſe re 
ſolued to dye, and knowing the heads and 
handes from whence theſe crucltics pro= 
ceede, without your Maieſttes barge 
Bur as with patience and mildeneſle we hi- 
therto haue, and hereafter mcanero indure 
our {courges, hauing no way deſerued the, 
but by ſecking the {aluation of ſoules, and 
praying for their good that torment vs, fo 
in aun{were of this point, do we aſlure your 
Maieſty, that what armie ſocuer ſhoulde 
come againſt you, we will rather yeeld our 
breaſtes to bee broached by our cnimies 
ſwordes, than vſc our ſwordes co the eftu- 
fion of our Country blood.

ſuch aſacriledge, abuſing the Sacramentes 
with ſuch vntrueths. For we are aſſured by 
their notice, who were more internal & c0= 


uerſant with them both, than the authors 


. of this conteſs1on euer coulde be, that they 


are ſufficiently enformed of the eſtares of 
Catholikes, the one by experience, the 0- 
ther by continuall reports of thoſe that goe 
ouer. And therefore neither in pollicy, in 
which they are noe punics, nor honeſty on 
whichtheir creeitdoth lye,would they de» 
liner ſuch follics into Princes cares , which 
all proteſtantes hearing by fo many attur- 
neies, (as all protcſtanrs doe) were able to 
diſproue them of falſehood,for neither are 
the reltramrs, and number of Carholikes fo 
ſecrer, nor the courſe ro ſuvpreſſe them fo 
Viiknown, but euery Princeſceth it an im- 
poſs1bility for chem to doe any thing, being

Query way ſo vnprouided. Neither woulde 
they in diſcreation, (if they were as they 
are __ the motionersof the Kings com= 
minz, fcede them with a vaine hope of the, 
whom they at leaſt knewe to be a kinde of 
brokenreeds, fiththe morc helpe he expe- 
Qerh,, the leſle he wouls bring, & happllie 
builde a maimed plotte vppon a falſe 
ſuppcſall , ro his ſecond ouerthrowe : and 
it this preparationbe greater than cuer,why 
ſhuld he the cruſt to ourleſle ability, & the 
Laws daily weakening our ſtrength,& time 
hourely encreaſerth his more than he did ar 
the firſt aſlaulr,whe nor any Prieſt nor Ca» 
tholike in Englande,was acquainted with his 
coming,nor ſure of his intent, tilthe comon 
voice bruted it , & our proutſions aſcertai- 
ned his purpoſes, & valciſe they were our 
enimics they would not in comon wiſdome 
ſhewe ſcrolles of our names, or promiſe our 
aſsiſtance, ſith they knewe not howe ready 
our aduerſaries at home would be vpoleſle 
matters to ſceke our ſubuerſton, yea though 
they ſhuld as we arcſ{ure they wilnot(palle 
ſofond promiſes) yet could not Catholikes 
bur hazarde all their eſtates in their yncer-

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beſuch, thar eyther the King muſt ſtand 


vponthe {trength of his owne force, or the 
ſorric addition of theyr impotent ſuccour, 
which can neuer inable him to contrme his 
endeuours. Finally,both Cardinal Allen,and 
Father Parſons, are knowne generally to be 
men of excellent gifts, and no ſuch nouices 
in the knowledge of Princes intelligencers, 
as inthe weighty poinres of alteration of 
Statcs,& inuaſion of Kingdomes , to / Ut 
ſume ro delude rhem with impudent aller- 
tions, knowen td themſclues to be falſe, as 
the informer acknowledgeth this to bee. 
Andif effeRs, the moſt infallible teſtimo- 
nies of intentions, may beare the deferued 
credit againſt naked & vnprouided words 
of this partiall Inditor, Father Parſons bath 
by cuident demonſtrations of a loyal mind, 
ſufficiently cleared himſelfe from ſuch vn- 
due ſuſpitions: for hauing by his wiſedome 
&c rare parts, purchaſed morethen ordina- 
ry credit with the King of Spaine, Allthar - 
hauebin eye witneſlesof his proceedinges, 
can auouch, that he hath yſcd the kings fa- 
uour euery way to the benefit, but no vvay 
. tothepreiudice of your Maieſties ſubicRs. 
The ſouldiers thatin your ſcruiceloſt their 
liberties, and cxpeRcd no other cntertain- 


ment, - 
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ment, but the cuſtomarie pay of profeſſed 
hoſtility , was by his meanes an interceſs- 
on,not only pardoned their lines, bur with 
new apparrell & moniein theyr purſes, en- 
franchiſed to their full liberties , eytherto 
ſtay in the Countrie,if they ſo fancied,or to 
returne to their owne,if they were ſo better 
pexey ;z yea whereas by "ok continued 

reaches, betweene Spaineand England, 
the name of an Engliſh-man was in moſt 
partsof thoſe wag hurfy farreleſleloued 
then knowne: he hath vſed ſuch meanesfor 
the mict1gation of theyr enmuy towardes 
vs, that now wee are noleſle welcome a- 
monegſt them, and more charitably vſed, 
then in moſt other Nations : whereof nor 
only thequiet of Marchaunts , the admit- 
tance of our Studenres , eucnin the hart of 
our Realme,(both things vnuſual in ſo ica- 
Tous and ſuſpitious times ) but rhe finguler 
curteſie towards theyr profeſled & known 
enymues , who are aQtually taken 1n a vio- 
lent enterpriſe againſtthem, gaue prooketo 
your Maicſtie , witneſſing how much Fa- 
ther Parſons hath quallifiedthe diſlikes,that 
wars bringeth forth: for cuen the Athalan- 
tado or cheete Gouernour of the Galleyes 
of ſpaine,to make manifeſt that neither the 
- 1 ; king, | 
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king , nor his Nobles had in the heate of 


their Marriall broyles, loſt the fecling of 


theyrauncient League with our Countrie, 


ſent into the Gallies of our Enyliſh Cap« 


raines,the plate and meate from their owne 
table, that the world by theſe friendlineſle 
know, how much berter they can vſe theyr 
enimies, then ſome of your Maicſhes vn= 
worthy Muieſtrates,your natural ſubieRs, 
and loyallfriendes. And though itreſt nor 
inapriuate mans power, to ſtay the ende= 
uours of ſo mightie a Prince, 1n ſo generall, 
and important an enterpriſe, as is war with 
England . Yet this vvithour preſumption 
may be truely ſaid , that if cuer hee ſhould 
preuaile in that dehgnement, (as the cafu- 
alties of warrc are moſt vncerrtaine,and on- 
ly ober ruled by God) Father Pars on's 
aſsi{ted vyith Cardinall ALL ex s autho= 
ritie, hath done that in our Countries be= 
halfe, for which his moſt buter eninues, & 
generally all your Maicſties Subic&ts, ſhall 
hauccauſeto thanke him for his ſeruicea» 
ble endeuours; ſofarre hath hee inclined 
furiero clemencie, andrage to compalion, 
The conficent rtherfore that gauc our theſe 
confeſsions,did it bur to ſooth vp ſuch cre- 
dulous auditors as they kacyye yeric apt to 
CIITCI 
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entertaine any rumors againſt the credit of 
Catholjks ,hoping of likehhood to ſell them 
thele fables for ſome beneftc of more 1m=- 
portance. 

No no moſt Gr ar1ovs Soueraigne, 
It isnot the authoritie of two prwate men, 
thatcan carric away Princes, fo readie to 
imploy the manie forces , if they haue nor 
motiwesof greater conſequence: and who- 
ſocuer confidereth our ſurprifing of the 
Kingzes Townes in Flaunders , or inuading 
his Countries in Spaine , and Portingale, 
our a{si{ting his emmics againſt his daugh- 
tcrsrightin \Br; irtaine,our continnall inter= 
cepting his treaſure, warring with his fleets, 
and annoying his Indies: ſhall finde other 
cauſes of his comming , eucn ſince his laſt 
repulſe , then the ſlender hope of a fewe 
beggerlie Catholickes, or the fainte per- 
fwation of two baniſhed men . Iris alſono 
ſmall inwrie rhac is offered to your High- 
neſle, in making your Sack ED hand, 
guided by ſuch thoughts as ſcorne ro haue 
vnatruthes the patrone of your ations, 
to ſceme the Authour of this Sentence: 
That manye men of wealth profeſsing in 
your realme a contrary rel1910, are knowne 
notro be empeached for the ame;either in 

i their 
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their liues, landes, goods, or liberties , but 
only by paying a pecuniary ſumine,as a pe= 
nalry for the tune, that ther refuſe to come 
to Churches. If this be as truely, as confi- 
dentlyc ſpoken, why were the venerable 
Prelates, and other Prieſtes, and Gentle- 
mendepriued of their Liuings, and pyned 
in W:sbiche: why are all the principall Ca» 
tholikes commutred to Elye, knowne to the 
miniſters, then to Banbury, afterwardes to 
their owne houſes with a ſhort compaſle 
about them, becing nowe only let loole to 
verific apart ofthis proclamation, and to 
be caſlyer enſnared inthe perills thereof,to 
which cucry child may ſee , xhey are more 
ſubicRe ar home, than they woulde bein 
priſon, and ifthey chance notto beſo wary 
not to be entrapped, eftcfes will ſoone 
proue, (if your Maicſhes fauor preuent not 
the intention of others , that this libertie 


wa) for a purpole » wſt at the comming 


forth of the proclamation graunted, fith 
order will ſoone be taken, that they ſhall 
not ſurfet of being ſo long free, and if this 
ſaying be true, that none are troubled for 
rel1910, what keepeth at this houre ar Lone 
don, Yorke,and other places, great num- 
bers of manic poore Catholikes in priſon, 
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ſome of them langwſhing a-way with the 
commodities of their incloſure, haue by a 
patient death obtained the belt liberty, 0- 
thers yet after many yeeres indurance, for 
no other cauſe buttor Religi, n, beeing of- 
fered liberty if they would goe ro Church, 
Piming ſtill in paincfullreſtraint,witneſſerh 
to the worlde, with their lingring myſeries, 
the manifeſt falſenes of this allertion Was 
it not pumſhmentfor Religion, when a co- 
panic of Honorable & Worſhiptul Ladies 
and Gentlewomen were moſt vnciuilly led 
through Cheaplide, with their Prieſts be- 
fore them, only for hearing M asss, and 
that before Prieſthood was enatted to be 
Treaſon. Is notthat very ſtatute a moſt 
heauy oppreſsion, now when the moſt of 
theſe Queene M ant xs Fathers that are 
left, are become ſooulde and impotent, 
that they can noc poſgibly ſupply Catho- 
liks ſpeciall neceſsities, to make it by Law 
fellony toreceme young Prieſts. Are nor 
Catholiks ſhortned by this means fra ſuch 
helps to which their conſcience and Reli- 
gion bindeth them, a torment to vertuous 
minds, more affliftiue than any outward 
puniſhment? Are they nor by this tied to 
this wounding and bitter choiſe, _— 
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hive like Heathens vvithourt the Rites of 
Chriftun and neceſlanc SackamMeNTS, 
for theyr ſoules healch,or ropurchaſe them 
at the rigor6us price of hazarding theyr 
Liberties, Loucs, Landes, and Pofterities, 
as in caſe of tellonie. In points alſo of our 
credit, hovy deepely vvee are incurred 1n 
reſpecte of ourReligion , hovy many ex= 
periences make 1t moſt maniteſt? Vee are 
wade rhe common Theame of euery ray= 
ling declaymer, abuſed vvithout meanes 
or hope of remedie, by eucriewretch with 
moſt infamous names : no tongue fo for- 
ſworne, but it 15of credit againſt vs: none 
ſorrue, but wt is choughr talle in our de- 
fence; our {[mnders are common workes 
foridle prelles, and our credits are day- 
he (ould art the Stationers ſ{taules , eucrie 
Libeller repayring his vvantes!, vvith 1m- 


payring our honours, being ſure that vvhen

ganſt vs ſhall ever be vvelcomed, vvith. 
leene, asallowed. If vvec k:epe Hoſpt» 
talirie yvce are cenſured ro be roo popular:

arc tedde vvuhforraine hopes: if fad, vvee 
are male-content vvich the Rate at home?

Tf vvee ſubſcribe to Arricles , it muſt Le 
called Hipocrihe : if vve retuſe diſloyaltie, 
in ſome wee are meaſuredby rhe eyes and 
tongues, of ſuch yyhome wee can no vvale 
plcaſc , bur by being miſcrable: yea, the 
verie name of a Carholike, as they intheyr 
new Teſtament terme it a Papiſte, is fo 
knowne a vantage for cucrie one, that et» 
ther oweth them monic, or oftereth them 
miurie, thatthey can neytherclaime their 
ga, nor right rheyr vvronges : but their 
aduerſaries Ara: hr leaume the mainc- 
ome: mr againſt them for theyr 

ecuſancie. And thus traucrling theyr 
ſuites , often cauſerth theyr perſons ro be 
commitrted to priſon. It any diſplcaſing ac- 
cidentfall our, whereof the authorsare cy- 
ther vnknowneor aſhamed, Catholikes arc 


made common Fathers to ſuch infamous 


Orphanes,as though none vverc lo fir ſlu- 


ces as they, roletour of euerie mans ſinke, 
theſe vaſauoric reproches: not ſo much bur 
the caſnall fires that ſometimes happen in 
London, the late vprores betweene Gen- 
tleme & aprenriſes,were laid to our charge, 
thogh the occaſionersof both were known 
ſo wel that the reporr againſt vs, could nor 


bur flue from an vadeleruedmalice: yea 
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a man ſo far from our Faith, as Infidelirte ie 
ſelfe, and alittle before ſo notorious a Pu- 
ritane, that he was of cheefe reckoning a= 
mong them;when hys blaſphemies grew ſo 
ereat, bys articles ſo impious , that they 
made Chriſhans cares to low , and his ade 
herenrs to bluſh: then was hee poſted ouer 
to vsfor a Papiſt, and ſo named to vulgar 
fort; ſo common a praQtiſe it 15 to beſtowe 
ypon vs, the infamnies of all oftenders, I os 
mitte the vniformed ſhame and contempr; 
thar the very lawes lay vpon vs, condem- 
ning thechiefe funAtion of our Keligion, 
pt y for treaſonable, partly for puniſha« 

le faultes: And pretending an auncient 
faith honoured inall former ages, tobe (o 
dereſtable a thing, that it ſhould by a ſo- 
lemne Statute be thought neceſlarie to 
make it treaſon,to perſwade any vnto it. I 
leaue the ſlaunders forged againſt Prieſts, 
after theyr Execurions, purpoſely reſerued 
till che parties were paſt 2” x00 & then 
deuu)ged tomake 7 as hatefull. It yvere 
infinite to lay before your Maicſtics eyes, 
all rhe croſles thar in this world wee beare: 
whichto men, whom eyther gentry or no- 
biliry maketh render ouer theyr honours, 
Fannot be but moſt bitter corriſiues : for 


they 
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feirher dare reuengerheir ownquarrelsfor 
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fear of double offence ro god & your high» 
nefle,nor hope to haueredreſſe1n ordinary 
Courſe,ſo far hath disfauor excluded them, 
from all needfu]l remedies: yer muſt your 
Maieſty be informed, {ſo yncharicable are 
our enumies) that we ſuffer nothing for Re» 
ligion, whom onelyin ref] efteot Religion 
theſe negleed miſcries haue made moſt 
contempribleeueryone doing vs wrong,to 
pn our ſuperiours,whom they {ce care- 

elle in yeelding vs any right. Nowe howe 
vndurifull an nmpeachment it was to the 
credit of your Maieſties words & writings, 
tpubliſhvnderyour Suucraignetitle,that 
Catholikes for Religionare notimpeached 
in their goods or lands, I leaue toeftcts ro 
proue. And what is our recuſancie, or re 
tula]l,robepreſent at their proteſtants (er- 
-uice, but a meere marterof conſcience, for 
as there 1s none ſo knowne, or vſuall a way 
to diftinguiſhe any rel19jon from other, as 
the externall rites and Sacraments pecuhar 
ro euery one, ſo cannone more eftcRually 


demi-his owne than by making open con= 


Fefsion of a contrary ſpeechby his aſsiſtance 
& preſent at the (olemnities & ſeruice pro- 
per to it. For not onely he that denieth

ſo greattrouble and diſaduantage, for firſt 
therare twenry pounds by the moneth ex-

landes,ſoſcuerely is their religion puniſhed 
1n that behalfe: yea & this lawe, hath binſa 
ſcuerely execurcd, that whereas poorefar- 
mers and huſbandmen, had but one Cowe 
for them(ſclues,& many childrento le yp» 
on 1t, that for their Recuſancie hath bin ta» 
kenfrom them, & wher both kine & cattle 
were wanting,they haue taken their couer- 
, lets,ſheers,& blankets fro theix bedds, their 
vittualls & pare prouiſion fro their houſes, 
not ſparing ſo much as the very glaſle from 
their windowes,when they founde nothin 
elſetoſeruetheir trurnes withal, which mo 
picriful abuſes pore ſouls, bothinthe North 
& other countries, haue bincontinually cu- 
bred,no coplaints taking place,where theſe 
outrages were, rather commeded for good 
ſeruices, than rebuked for nuſdemeanours, 
Sorreuocably are we condemned'toa ſer» 
uile bondage. And if your Maicſty did bur 
knowe what other extreame penury.& de» 
folation,they ordinarily fecl,your merciful 
WW: >... heart 
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harr,neuer hardned ro ſeclamersble ſpolles 
would rather have the lawes lepealed aheg 
the execution ſo intollerable.. Iris not poſ+ 
fible to expreſſein words the icommual hel 
weſuffer by the merciles ſcarcl ang & ſtor 
ming of purſeuarits & ſuchineedy officers, 
that carenot by whoſe fall theyriſe,notha- 
uins any defertsor other degrees, to clime 
tothe hy ghrof their ambiion, bur by the 
(RrIen þaines of poore-Catholikes. 
They water their fofitams with the ſhowres 
ofour tendereft yaines,& builde rhen hou» 
fes with the xnines of ours, remperivg the 
morter of rheir foundations,with our 1innos 
cenr blod: our lungs are bur ſnares for the 
owners liues, commonly made the fee of e« 
ry mercenary'mouth, that can by ſounding 
our diſoraces iro credulous cares, procure 
themſcjnes warrants to ſeaze vpon our ſubs 
ſtance.

courſe of calamities . Let this ſuffice, char 
nowlo heaute 1s the hand of our ſuperiours 
againſt vs,thatwe generally are accounced 
men, who 1it1sa credit to purſue, a diſgrace 
toproteR,a commoduy toſpoile,againe ta 
torrure,& a glory to kill. We preſume char 
your Miaieſty ſeldome or neuer hearerh the
